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selves. Newspapers are full of ail the organizations 
and individuals that are clamoring at the govern¬ 
ment about the high ?ost of living. But much leas 
space is being given to what is going on quietly in 
most homes. Statistics from the Canadian Welfare 
Council show that in December, 66% of families in¬ 
terviewed in income groups under $2000 had de¬ 
creased their purchases of butter and milk. There 
were 21% that had managed to cut their bread pur¬ 
chases and 34% had reduced on egg purchases. These 
are not, or at least should not be, classified as lux¬ 
ury goods. We have been taught that they are basic 
foods, and any serious reduction in consumption 
might reflect adversely on national health. 

Probably if a canvass were made of our own town, 
if would be found that the majority of familifes-afe^ 
quietly battling the high cost of living by cutting out 
.some accustomed luxuries and reducing on purchase 
of necessities. Doubtless this is true of housewives 
clear across Canada who are obliged to live within a 
fixed budget. They, are very definitely practising self 
help but are augmenting home efforts by calling gov 
emment attention to their plight. 

Ip this part of Canada our general welfare de¬ 
pends to quite an extent on primary products, and 
any drastic collapse in prices would probably bring 
us more general harm than the benefit resulting 
from cheap food. We are in position to know that 
the cost of production has been rising sharply. But 
in the cities there is a consumer element far remov¬ 
ed from the farm. This element is bent on bringing 
down the price of agricultural produce, although at 
the same time guarding their own wage scales 
which in turn send up the prices of manufactured 
goods. It is unfair to impose ceiling prices on prim¬ 
ary produce without following the same practice on 
other commodities which the farmer must buy. 

Although the great drive is against the high cost 
of foodstuffs, the cost of clothing and household sup¬ 
plies work equal hardship on the buyer, and the 
housewife is obliged to exercise self-restraint in all 
lines of needed goods.

Recommendations Re 
New Cereal Grains 


(Experimental Firms News) 

What variety la beat to grow 
this year? This is a question which 
Ue'being frequently asked of the 
Cereal Division, Central Experi¬ 
mental Farm, Ottawa. Before giv¬ 
ing the answer all the contributing 
factors, such as use of crop, type 
of soil and soil moisture conditions, 
for early or late aprlng seeding, 
should be considered. 

There are some new cereal var¬ 
ieties just coming into cultivation 
on which son\p general information 
might be of interest. In 1947, the 
two new varieties of oats. Beacon 
and Garry were damaged by the 
new Helminthosporium root rot 
disease. In view of the uncertainty 
of the future progress of this dis¬ 
ease no definite recommendations 
are being made for these two var¬ 
ieties in 1948. • 

Ajax and Exeter continue to 
hold a prominent place In oat 
growing areas. The popularity of 
Exater is Increasing in Saskatche¬ 
wan, while the wider adaptability 
and earllnest oCAJax has enabled 
it to become established in both 
Western and Eastern Canada. 

A new variety named Fortune 
has been produced by the Univer¬ 
sity of Saskatchewan and it will 
be recommended for certain sec¬ 
tions of Western Canada when suf¬ 
ficient seed Is made available. 

Vantage barley was licensed in 
1947 and will be released to farm¬ 
ers for sowing In 1948. It was pro¬ 
duced by the Dominion Experi¬ 
mental Farm, Brandon, from a 
cross between (Newel x. Peatland) 
x Plush. It is stem rust resistant 
and is recommended mainly for 
Manitoba conditions. 

Three new varieties of linseed 
flax were licensed- for distribution 
in 1947, namely, Dakota, Rocket 
and Sheyenne. Only limited quan¬ 
tities of seed will be available for 
seeding ip 1948. It is expected that 
Rocket and Dakota will replace, 
to some extent, Royal, noW exten¬ 
sively grown. While it cannot be 
said that Dakota will yield as well 
as Royal, yet its earlier maturity 
and more even maturity will prob¬ 
ably make this up to the farmer 
in a better return for his crop. 
Rocket matures between Dakota 
and Royal and has yielded well. 
Sheyenne is an early variety com¬ 
parable to Redwing but does not 
produce as high yields. It is,, how¬ 
ever, more resistant to disease 
than Redwing. 

Two new varieties of wheat are 
being distributed this year. Saunr 
ders in Northern and Western Al¬ 
berta, and Cascade in Eastern Can¬ 
ada. 

Saunders is a hard, red, spring 
wheat which yields with Thatcher, 
matures very closely with Garnet 
and has Marquis quality. It is re¬ 
sistant to stem rust and loose smut 
and moderately resistant to bunt. 
Some 5,700 bushels of Saunders will 
be released to farmers in Alberta 
this season. 

Cascade is a semi-hard, spring 
wheat, and has high yield with re¬ 
sistance to stem rust and mildew. 
This variety was developed for use 
in Eastern Canada and is not con¬ 
sidered satisfactory for growing on 
the Prairies. 

Farmers desiring detailed in¬ 
formation in regard to suitable 
varieties for their local needs, 
should write to their nearest Ex¬ 
perimental Farm or Station, or to 
the Departments of Agronomy at 
their Universities, or to their Ag¬ 
ricultural Representatives. 


ACT FOR FARMERS 
S-YEAR .EXTENSION 

Recently the Dominion Parlia¬ 
ment passed two important amend¬ 
ments to the Farm Improvement 
Loans Act. 

The first extends the‘'provisions 
of the Act for another three years 
as from March 1, 1948. The Farm 
Improvement Loans Act was Tlrst 
passed at the 1944 session of Par¬ 
liament’ and came, into force on 
March 1, 1945. It provides for the 
making of certain classes of loans 
to farmers by the chartered banks 
of Canada over a three-year period 
under a 10 per cent guarantee 
against loss. 

, One of the main purposes of the 
Act is to enable banks to make in¬ 
termediate-term loans, that la,. 
loans up to ten years, for farm 
buildings, Including dwellings. The 
second amendment enlarges the 
type of security which a bank may 
accept with respect to loans for 
“the construction, repair or alter¬ 
ation of, or making additions to, 
any building or structure on a 
farm.” 

It is thought that this provision 
will greatly increase the usefulness 
of the Act with respect to loans 
for farm building.

In all cases of serious shock or injury, send for a doctor or ambulance at once. In the meantime, 
apply first aid promptly, but not hastily. 

BLEEDING WOUNDS — Bleeding In spurts indicates severing of an artety’. Steady flow Indic¬ 
ates a vein has been cut. Bleeding from an artery should be stopped by applying pressure of the 
thumb, a compress or cloth pad over the artery at a point between the bleeding wound and the 
heart. In bleeding from a vein (steady flow), pressure should be applied on the side away from 
the heart. Where bleeding is not severe, a compress over the open wound should be sufficient. 

If bleeding is very severe, tourniquet may be made by tieing handkerchief, cloth, belt, strap or 
neck-tie around the part over compress and using small stick, pencil, or similar article with 
which to twist and tighten. Do not twist too hard, just enough to stop bleeding. Loosen every 
twenty minutes to let a little blood escape. Keep the part elevated. 

SHOCK — Lay patient flat on back with head low, unless head is bleeding. Remove false teeth, 
gum or tobacco from mouth. Keep patient warm. Give stimulants such as aromatic spirits of am¬ 
monia in water, hot coffee, tea or water. Do not give stimulant to unconscious patients, or one 
who may have internal bleeding.

The Cose lor Seed Treatment 

The kind of crop Western Cannda 
is going to harvest in-1048 depends 
in no small measure on what kind 
of seed farmers plant this Spring. 
Fanners should not oulv l>e inter¬ 
ested in the quality and, purity of 
the seed they sow in 1948 but also 
In its freedom from disease. 

Seed Treatment Needed. During 
the last few years Line Elevators 
Farm Service 1ms examined 
thousands of fanners’ seed samples 
of wheu(, oats, barley anti flax. 
These extensive seed tests have 
clearly indicated that a very large 
proportion of the seed-grain that 
is sown each year in Western 
Canada carries disease - producing 
organisms, or is damaged hv 
weathering or threshing, in sufficient 
amount to make seed treatment 
positively necessary. Therefore, the 
best advice we can give to a fanner 
is tljis. Take no chances! Unless 
you know your seed is undamaged 
and free of smut and other diseases, 
treat it. 

Seed-Treating Methods. The seed 
disinfectants (fungicides) recom¬ 
mended for the control of surface- 
borne smut and other seed-borne 
diseases of wheat, oats and barley, 
and for the treatment of flax, are 
the organic mefeury dusts (Cere- 
san, Leytosan, etc.). For small 
grain crops the rate of application 
is Vb ounce per bushel of seed; for 
flax, the rate is 1 Vb ounces jx-r 
bushel. Seed of these crops can lx? 
safely treated months liofore it is 
needed for sowing. It is inqxirtant, 
however, to store such treated seed 
in a cool, dry, well-ventilated place. 
For best results, wheat seed should 
be treated at least 24 hours before 
plantuig. On the other hand, the 
seed of oafs, barley and flax should 
lx? treated at least 7 days before it 
is sown. 

Jletnember that the organic mer¬ 
cury iflists are poisonous. The pre¬ 
cautions given by'the manufacturer 
should be strictly observed. Seed 
treated with an organic mercury 
dust should not be used for food 
purposes, or fed to livestock.

members and call themselves U.F.A. 
We put them out In 1935 and from 
1936 to 1943 with the Social Credit 
government the provincial tLe h t 
came down to $140,794,191; a re¬ 
duction of $17,287,159. They paid 
off yearly $2,469,650. It makes one 
think twice. How- dumb we were 
from 1905 to 1935 to let them put 
so much debt on us. No wonder 
we had hard times. Also In this 
time they paid off the U.F.A. of 
$304,614 for teachers debt not paid. 
We now have the best education 
system in the west and have raised 
teacher's wages and given pensions. 

Besides, we are paying a five 
dollars per month increase on old 
age pensions and now this session 
they have raised it ( $2 a month" 
more. In all, that will be $7 a 
month more than all the other pro¬ 
vinces. They have also paid off 
the defaulted bonds and paid off 
$9,414,468 in U.F.A. Government 
Savings Certificates. Besides, the 
Treasury was empty and servants 
not paid. Then Mr. Aberhart put a 
2 per cent tax on those who could 
afford to pay, In the depression 
days, to carry over until they 
could get some money in. They 
have this tax in Washington all 
the time. And I would like to know 
how many business men in Vulcan 
didn't pay until a man was sent 
from the government to look at 
their books and collect.
